"Since the coming of the Americans 
it has been the work to correct the 
abuses and transplant the American 
principles of justice and fair play. It 
was first necessary to subjugate the 
islands with the une of the army, and 
in some instances the conduct of. the 
American soldiers was not such as it 
should be. When I have apologized 


i for the American soldiers to native 
Filipinos they have said, 'Senor, they 
are a,'thousand times better than the 
(Spanish soldiers.' 
So despite their 
faults they stood for a higher type of 
.civilization. 


"After the subjugation of the islands 
President McKinley sent a commission 
to the islands to study them and report 
so that the administration might be 
guided as to the polipies to be pursued 
And President McKinley's instructions 
to the commission and to Taft, the 
first governor, -were that they should 
take every consideration of the eco- 
nomic, political and social conditions 
and customs among the Filipinos and 
have the same consideration for their 
personal dignity that Americans feel 
with respect to each other. With this 
high ideal held up the American ad- 
ministration of the islands began its 
work of correcting the abuses which 
had existed for centuries. They began 
to respect 
the 
rights of the lower 
classes and to see to it that justice j 
was done to the peons as well as the 
more influential citizens. 


"Among the abuses that the govern- 
ment has corrected has been the prac- 
! tice of intimidating poor people living 
I on government land to 
pay 
rent to 
;some wealthy, member of. the upper 
.classes. -The government has cleared 
, the titles to the lands, and instead of 
- allowing the land 
to 
pass into the 
hands of the capitalists for exploita- 
tion has kept, control of it. leasing it 
out for limited terms with the idea in 
view that it shall be the possession of 
the next generation of Filipinos. 
"The government land includes some 
fine timber preserves which contain 
forests of mahogany and other

The custom of honoring the Wis- 


consin soldiers who died in war was 
started by Governor Fairchild in 1868' 
when lie issued a proclamation to the 
residents of Madison 'asking them to 
jcrn in the national custom of observ- 
*ng Memorial day. 


Among those graves which will re- 


ceive marked attention, will be that of 
jxmis P. Harvey, former governor of 
iho state, who lost his life in the 
.spring of 1862 while on an errand of 
jnercy in the south. 


Governor Harvey went to the south 


,1 -illomng the battle of Shiloh—the 
V'.SIodicst battle ever fought on Ameri- 


can soil. Following the battle thou- 
sands 
of 
wounded soldiers 
were 


rushed to hastily prepared hospitals. 
•Two regiments of Wisconsin soldiers 
.hsd been cut virtually to pieces—the 
'Sixteenth and 
Eighteenth 
Infantry. 


On account of the great number of 
wounded they lacked medical atten- 
tion. 


When Governor Harvey . heard of 


.the battle and the great need for med- 
ical aid he sent to every part, of the 
state for contributions, within twen- 
ty-four hours he was on his way south 
with a corps of medical assistants, 
bandages and medicine. 


At Chicago he found a carload of 


supplies sent on 
from 
Milwaukee 


Janesville 
and 
Beloit. 
At 
Cairo, 


Mounu City, Paducah and Pittsburg 
Landing the expedition found Badger 
•wounded. 


After doing a great amount of good 


the governor started to return to Wis- 
consin. As he was passing from one 
boat to another on the Mississippi at 
^avannah he stumbled and fell into 
|Jif water. A member of the party 


plunged after him but to no avail. 
His body was found later about sixty 
miles down the river and taken to 
Madison where it was placed to rest 
in Forest Hill cemetery. 


His wife became an army nurse 


ministering especially to Wisconsin's 
?ick and wounded. 
She worked so 
earnestly that before many months 
she was known throughout the west- 
ern army as the Florence Nightingale 
of Wisconsin.

STREET PERILS.

Here is the kind of thing that hap- 
pens day after day in the public high- 
ways. 
A 
wagon or automobile is 


'drawn up by the side of the street in 
;some neighborhood thickly populated 
with children. An automobile comes 
ialong at a good rate of speed. Prom 
.'behind the standing vehicle a. child 
idashes across the street in the path 
of the machine. It 
often 
happens 
:that the motorist cannot stop in time 
to avert an accident. 


This often happens in districts oc- 


cupied by aliens, but it-may occur 
anywhere Where families, are large, 
a hard working woman has no time 
•to look after 
her scattered brood. 


Children cannot safely play in 
the 


•streets. They 
should 
learn 
about 


these perils the day they are able to 
understand the 
first 
word of com- 


mand. No matter how humble or how 
.ignorant the family, a little budding 
life has big possibilities, and every- 
one who uses hte streets should do 
his best to assure its safety. 


In this peril the mischief of build 


ir.g houses and 
tenements without 


suitable playgrounds becomes appar- 
ent. 
An active child is bound to kick 


up its heels somewhere, 
if there is 


.no home playground, --the street will 
inevitably serve. 


In such occurrences as described 


above, public sentiment usually favors 
the motorist. It is held that children 
should know better than dash across 
the streets without looking. Yet if a 
driver would cut his speed way down 
through thickly populated districts, 
this kind of thing would rarely hap- 
pen. 


It is safe to assume, when a butch- 


er's or baker's cart is drawn up at one 
side, that some youngster is conduct- 
ing an investigation of its contents 
from the rear. Having concluded his 
'observations, he is liable to pop out 
any minute, and he is beyond the in- 
.fluence of motor horns. The.motorist 
should anticipate him and be running 
; slowly enough to stop. It is not so 
imuch of a calamity to reduce speed 
'in crowded districts as some drivers 
•seem to think 


screen. 
In fact they would not in 


some cities .where more care and at- 
tention is paid to the character of the 
pictures shown/ 
'

This matter has been taken up and 


discussed .at mothers' .meetings, at 
Woman's clubs'amT'in civic league 
meetings, but thus far. the net result 
is that the same.-'calibre of pictures 
are shown as heretofore and nothing 
is apparently done to stop them. It is 
time, perhaps, for the city officials to 
a«t and the mayor and council to ap- 
point a picture censor who is qualified 
to judge what should and should not 
be shown upon the screens of thea- 
ters. 


The moving picture houses . have 


come to stay. This is evidenced by 
the fact that they have been trans- 
formed from mere store fronts into 
more 
pretentious 
structures. 
That- 


some of the leading lights of the le- 
gitimate and vaudeville stage have 
gone into the ''movies" and. millions 
of dollars are expended in staging 
various 
wonderful 
productions 
to 


make them as realistic as possible. - 


Moving pictures 
are 
instructive. 


They are a wonderful creation of the 
present age, hut like everything else 
they should not be abused. In order 
to attract crowds to a theatre a man- 
ager should not permit pictures which 
might be considered:—to use a slang 
expression—"off 
color." There 
are 


plenty of good, bright, attractive films 
on the market and they can be ob- 
tained. Why not enforce this rule 
that the lewd, the suggestive, the ul- 
tra criminal, the objectionable pictures 
be barred from theaters'where women 
and children and . young men. and 
young women go to bf> amused? 


Think it over and see if the thought 


does not appeal to you. 
It is well 


worth considering. Libraries bar ob- 
jectionable books from their shelves; 
why not do the same with the objec- 
tionable pictures? It works both -ways 
and 
the theatre management that 


realiezs this and only gives the good, 
clean shows, will in the end be suc- 
cessful. 


GOVERNMENT AND WAGES. 
"When Secretary 
Baker remarks,

:very least the government can do is 
:to follow suit.

"The real harm does not lie in the 


j extra money ' which the 
government 


.would spend in giving workers more 
'than they earned, though this in itself 
[would be an inexcusable waste of the 
I taxpayers' money. The danger would 
• lie in the example set. Workers in 
'private establishments, even if fairly 


j paid, could not -but reel ' envious if 
tthey saw men in the goveinment em- 
iploy doing the same work as them- 
i selves, but 
receiving higher wages. 


:And socialists and other agitators 
! would be sure to contrast government 
[wages and wages in -private industry, 
las a proof of private greed.

come. 


Goblenz is one of Germany's strong- 
est forts on the Rhine and the city is 
dominated by the. officers and men.

'man cities because the Kaiser and 
his staff spent tlie first two weeks 
here directing the operations against 
France and Belgium.

this association, 
according to Mr. 
Mahon'e statement, this giant 
busi- 
ness is .being placed on a footing free 
from the possibility of foreign control 
jn th6 futur'e. : This organisation, the 
Associated ;Smelters PooprleUiry, Ltd., 
Is probably! the;, largest metallurgical 
establishment of its kind In the world 
—a smelting, refining and srealliation 
institution for the treatment of silver, 
lead and gold ores and concentrates. 
Mr. MBihon's statement tells also of 
the formation of an Australian Zinc 
Producers' Association, with which-is 
affiliated every important ilnc produc- 
ing company with head offices in the 
Commonwealth. Through the medium 
of this association, Its members have 
agreed to sell £'11 their marketable ore 
for a period of fifty years.

Building Capacity Doubled And Em-

•F. C. Grant, a member of tho .Janes- 


vine-board of education, who, in com- 
pany with Superintendent H. C. Buell, 
made an inspection of the Gary school 
system at Gary, 
Ind., last week, as 
authorized,by the local-.board at then- 
last, meeting, gives his impressions of 
the-'visit in an interview for the Ga- 
zette. It is.plain .that some valuable 
ideas were- gained 
which may be 
profitably -applied 
to 
the Janesville 
schools although it would be impossi- 
ble to adopt the Gary plan in its en- 
tirety at present, no matter how favor- 
ably it might be received. 
Mr. Grant 
and Mr. Buell will make full reports 
at the next meeting of the board and 
their suggestions will have' a bearing 
on Elans tor proposed alterations and 
improvements in the Janesville school 
system. Following is Mr. Grant's in- 
terview: 


Wliem-Mr.. Buell- and L visited

age, to the Janesville public schools, 
and'especially for use in an. additional

superintendent, Mr. Wirt, he would 
have little time for anything but in- 
terviews.

Ho 
Mr. Wirt has taken one of the school 
teachers.
